Sugar Co Plant 

CHEMICAL CLUB 



Process Explained From Arri- 
val of the Raw Ma- 
teria] 



The Cliuntlcal Industry Club iiaU a 
very succesEful trip yesterday when 
they visllcil the St. Ijiwronce Sugar 
Kef nery. Over twenty mombcrs turn- 
ed out and wero shown over the pisuit 
liy the supfrliitendniK and by Mr. 
Hardoff the chief olnMuisl. ICxtromes 
of heat iind cold were experimented 
by .-ill. 

Tho raw su^'ur, arriving, in bag.s 
from Southern countries Is dumped 
Into a continuous chain oi' buckets 
vitxich caiTy it to tho top of th<i rcfin- 
ei-y. The empty hags arc washcid 
Ihorouglily with liollinn water which 
removes all traces of sugar. T'he raw 
sugar then flow.s Into the "inlngler" 
and H mixed with "swcot water" 
which loosens the molasses coating of 
the sUBar crj'Btals. From hero it is 
dropped Into the centi-ifu pal's spun 
around, washed .-md fal:tri^' through 
is dissolved in warm water. slr.Uncd 
and sent lo the presses. Th.. filter 
prcssess con.>iist of a set of wlro leave 
covered with Jute cloth. The sugar 
solution, mi.\ed with dl.atomaceous 
eartih (oalolum phosphate) Is pumped 
up through tho ioav-ji; the Impurities 
coiiMlHtIniï of cane flhor gur.-.s resins 
am; certain organisms are f'Jtor'd out 

Tho llqu d Is next sent through tho 
char fitters. These are Large towers, 
filled. witih animal charcoal, through 
which the solation slon4y flows In 
about four hours. It comes out at the 
tio:itm qulto clear and syrupy except 
for some colloidal Impur Ues. The 
cliiir possesiîes the property of clarl- 
fytng tho so:mtl©n by taking out or- 
ganic citeuring matter, gums and 
micro-oTKanisms. On a few hours the 
pures of the char become? fllli-d .and 
must (bo rev'vifled or turned out be- 
fore It Is apaJn ready for use. The re- 
vivification takes place In large ovens 
Tho ch.ir passes slowly down througli 
long 0-shapcd tubes .surrounded by 
hot gases, and finally through air 
cooled tuljes. After wh ch It Ih loady 
for use. 

Thf, iliquid goes direotf 'roiii the 
cliar to the vacum pans, where it Is 
boiled under reduced pressure and 
hence at a lower temperature. It Is 
here that the baby cry stals ar.j !.o'-n 
and nursed diligently by the pan- 
man to the des red size. By means of 
saiiiiyles taken on tho "proof-stick" he 
Judges when the crystals are large 
enough and then by lessening Uio 
concentration of the solution he pro- 
vents tho formation of more but al- 
lows those already present to gi-ow.

Montreal to be Scene of Simi- 
lar Conference in 
December 



In view of tho projected organization 
confenince ot "a Canadian National 
l''i!doriLilon of Students which Is being 
held in .Monlroal durini; the Crlsl- 
niii-s vacation, the aims and obJoctA 
of Xational Student Federation of 
America as published In the Penn- 
sylvanlaii, may prove ot interest to 
onr readers. 

Tho purposes of this oi-ganijt.alion 
am "to achieve a .spirit of uo- oper- 
ation throughout tli<; country; to de- 
velop iinileistaridinK between students 
of Aiiiorii;a and Foreign countries: 
and to further an intelligent student 
oiiinioii on questions of international 
and n.itioiml Importance." The Fed- 
erallini wuuld make those purposes 
efffiMlve ill tin; following ways: 

1. liy prfjvldinK means of acquain- 
tiiif; <)\t: delegates with educational 
pi'ibiiiiis .-uid the progress of other 
I'ollegos of the nation. 

X- By establishing connection be- 
tween tho Federation, and tlio Amer- 
ican .Association i)f Unlvfrsity Pro- 
fessors and the Ciiriiefjie Foumiation 
for the AdVanceniiMii of learning. 

3. Hv .-irranglng for tours of Amer- 
ican students to various Kuropean 
Couniti-ie.s. The purpo.se of these 
tours is to acquaint students of this 
country with conditions in the col- 
leges of other countries. tStiuients 
who are familiar with the languages 
of tho countries visited will be chosen 
to make the trip. 

•t. The National Students Federa- 
tion wlll-' aéirns host~ to pàrtlea " of 
European students coming to Amer- 
ica and win provide hospitaliiy .and 
entertainment for them .it the dif- 
ferent American cities and collèges. 

An in.stltutlon whirh h.ad functioned 
unofficially for the past year became 
an intercolloglato organization lost Fri- 
day inonting when 17.1 colleges ami 
iiiilversilies from all over the Un'tini 
States ratified the constitution and 
tent.allyely became members of the 
National Student Federation ot .'V.mer- 
iciu Tho action woa taJten on the sec- 
ond day of the second annua! congress 
of tho X.S.l'.A. held at the Univer- 
sity ot Michigan over the week-end. 

The oreanixation is an outgrowth ot 
tho intercollegiate conference on the 
World Court held last December at 
Princeton University. At this meeting 
it was felt that a permanent Institution 
was needed through -which tho countrj' 
might discuss their problems. Accord- 
ingly a temporar>' organization called 
tho National Student Federation -of 
America wîis formed. This became a

Mr. A. J. Fleming in Physics 
Colloquium 



Aristuilo. the Greek |ihiloMO|>her was 
among tho fii'st to advance a tlieory 
attempting to explain color. Ilis ex- 
planation was that color consisted of 
a mixture of white light and of dark- 
ness, which thcorî', in the light of 'pre- 
.sont Unowloilmv, is absurd. So said, Mr. 
A, .1. I'^leining in tliu ninth of a scries 
of special graduate lectures given 
weekly hi Room lllO of the Macdonald 
Physics" Building. He also slated that 
tho lOgyptlnns liiid some theories of 
lliolr owii but that the study of it did 
not .ulvimoe much until Newton, the 
•great English ph.vslclst took it In hand, 
and put forth his theory. 

In' ilenling with his subject, "Prob- 
lems in Color. Pcrciopton", Mr. Flem- 
ing divided the problems at han<l into 
five sections, and proceeded to ex'plain 
them, with the aid of slides. In tho 
coiu-so of his lecture, he stated that 
wh!tc light coiiUl bo broken into six 
or seven .shades, wh le two or th:ee 
illfforont colors could bo formed into 
«110, giving as an example, YellO'W, 
which cons'stcd of blue, green and red. 
tlfescareli in the study of color was 
thus faclllthtod as oxpcr'mentcrs could 
use persons who could not soo one of 
thoso Colors very woU. Mo also aum- 
mavizBd the y^^ 'Holzinan Theory, and 
freflueutly retun-^ to Dr. .Allen , i of

RELIGIOUS CONTRAST 



Islam is the Barrier Between 
Eastern and Western 
Spheres 



'■.Some consequences of contjict be- 
tween East and West" was the suii- 
ject dealt with by Mr. Browne of Au-i- 
tralla at a meeting of the S.C.A. of 
H.\'.i'. held yesterday. 

Mr. Ilrowmo introduced his subject 
by stating that whenever philosopher." 
.ipcak they usually go back a thousand 
years. "Did you ever speculate what 
would liave liappened if J'aul had gone 
ICast instead of Wc-stV" he asked. Paul 
laid the foundations for European 
Chrlsti.inity and Europe was con-sld- 
ered the chief seat of the new faith 

The theology of the Christian.-^ i.^ 
based on three persons, father, inoth>ir 
and son. This doctrine soon led lo 
stranfipe Itnmoral 'iTregularltlcs. îià" 
hamed led u revolt against this teach- 
'iig, I.slani .-^cl Itself up ns it barrier 
between the religions of the East and 
the West. This conflict led to the Cru- 
sades and çn Indirect result was the 
colonization of America. 

The mlssionai-y activity which 
.■^priing up later on was tho climax of 
modern times. Mr. Browne stated that 
the finit movement of thià kind was 
the Edinburgh Missionary Conference 
ir. 1910. The leaders were making plans 
10 cvangiUzo the world. 

In reference to China, Mr. Browne

with the ijmpiro of the SuJtan. 
Soveral members Immediately took 
e.xception to this statement and 'a 
rather hot argument followed. 

The iiicctin;,' w.i.-' called to order by 
Sims, who asked f,,,- a vote on tho 
amendment propo.sed to the constitu- 
tion of the .Society, which would per 
mit women students In Economics /to 
attend the meetings. By a very cioso 
vote the motion was defeated. Saul 
HiU'es of Arts '27 w.-is then call!ed up 
on to read a p-aper oh "The Conatltu 
ilonul iljuostlon." Tho Issues involved 
in the recent General Election in 
Canada formed the main theme of the 
speaker. 

When the Governor General refused 
this «uinnier to gi-ant Premier King's 
rofiue.'-t for a disolution of- Parliament 
and called upon the Conservatlv 
leader to form a Government he vlo 
lated a precedent which had existed 
In Canada since 18C7. The speaker 
'•iHlni'i! tlol Lonl Uynk wts ' utterly 
at fault, inasmuch ,us he failed to 
realise that l.'anada stoo<l on an equal 
ity of statua with Great Britain, that 
no British Prime Minister, for .a'most 
a hundred yo.irs had been, refused 
dlssoiutlon by tho klni?.' -Therefore 
Lord Byng as the ropresentatlye b 
the King in Canada, should have 
aceded to ihe.requo.it of Premier Klnj; 

From the time of the first Georges 
t3»o king has gradually beeii stripped 
of power after power, until now it tfia 
commonly recognized principle tl».t 
he has lost tho right to veto lfglJ<I.tt 
ion ho has lost the power to refiise 
advice from his ministers andïHa'^n 
not exercise his dLscretlonary powèa 
in anything but in laying cornerstones 
and namlnsr his children . That is the 
position that the king occupies in 
England today. Does the Governor 
General of Canada hold a like posi 
tlon. 

In fairness to Baron BMng it may 
bo »aid that there aro many who suY> 
port tho stand he took. Their argu 
menis are mainly baaed oh Keltli iiut

"Everybody, nt some t!me or other 
wanta to write," Mr. Wright of tho 
Star told the Dally ataff at their meet- 
ng this week, and In view of th's fact, 
nud the additional fact that women 
ai-o tJikng a more and more Important 
place In Journalism, the follow ng ar- 
iclu from tho Christian Science Men - 
tor may jirovo of Interest to a number 
of our readers. 

"Do you find, in your intimate con- 
tact with col cge g^rls that a very lurgo 
majority of them have hit upon tho 
pnb'.lshing house a very doatrab.e 
plac« to beg n their buslncsa careers?" 

"Yes, Indeed," tho writer laughed, 
''but they do not consider publishing 
from a commercial angle nt all; they 
all w.int to write." 

Nor i.s U d.fficiilt to understand 
tlic'r reasoning. Honks- have been their 
life for the most pnrt during four dc- 
ightful icnrs nt college; what Is more 
tintumi than their dcs're to contlntie 
ihe nh.sodatlon .still to surround tbom- 
so ves w th that atmosphere of cul- 
iiiro th.-.t obt.nlns wherever books are; 
to handle them, tend them, and bc.-^t 
of «II— to write them? What they uo 
not comprehend Is that tho build np 
of books and tho writing of them arc 
two totally different operations and 
vocations. . 

The Publishing Houte 

A pubrsliing house is a book fac- 
tory, not a tni.in;ng achocl for authors, 
.md l)ublUhliig today Is a liiglily Hi>ec- 
iallîicd, highly organ. zed indu.stry, the 
piodijct of which is books, magaz'nes 
and. other print^ material, and its 
fundamental, predorn!hntlng activity is 
the (ll.s;uis;t:on ot this product — SLlllnp 
these jtubl cations. The making of a 
book is a long process, and one In 
which aclua; writing has no part after 
the manuscript leaves the author's 
hands, so perhaps a sketchy outline on 
some of the operations through whicn 
a book manuscript travels 'from the 
t me It leaves the writer until It reach- 
es the reading public wilt help to un- 
tanple the confusion Ih.it ex'sts be- 
tween the buiiness of wrlt.ng a book 
and of building one. 

To the ediior-ln-chlof falls tho de- 
c'.j'ion regarding the destiny of a manu- 
HcrlpL 11 is uvProval secured, details 
of jiublcution ure entered into between 
the author and the publisher, either 
by formal contract or informally by 
letter. These detaila relate to author's 
and pubiiaher'a rights, date of publica- 
tion, royalties, etc. Copy then goes to 
the iiiuiiufacturlng man", who esti- 
mates on style of j>ubiication, tjipc to 
be used, page sizes, margins, papet. 
blnd'ng. When hla estimates are ac- 
cepted the manuscript is. passed on to 
.lie lyiwgrapher whete pa^eu are set 
up and their number computed with 
reference to the finished book. Com- 
Iileted plani being acceptable alike to 
author and publisher first proofs are 
run off. And Just here begins the 
actual production of a book. From here 
on it is a matter of reading and cor- 
rect ng proofs, final printing of the en- 
t re edition, binding, and placing on 
:he market. 

No leference to literary training, is 
..ere? It is not uncommon for pub- 
^hers to ad viae real lovefa of booka 
.0 keep out of the publishing business, 
ljut th.h doet not register us particu- 
larly sound souse to tlie college girl 
eager to find her nlclie In that fieid, 
and it is not without much persuaaioo 
and analyzing that she conies to admit 
that the advice may be sound after all. 
She vlsuulize-s the publish ng house as 
u place where books axe, tlierel'oro they 
must bo written to get theic, they have 
to bo edited, proofread, varloua'ly hand- 
led; and in some one of theso activi- 
ties is her Job. 

Jobs for Untrained Beginners 

Initial Job:* in publishing ore 
elsewhere small and poorly paid; tliey 
arc also mechanical and routine in na- 
ture. Very many of them ore in the 
mechanical department and conalut in 
checking up book prints, binding or- 
docfi. incoming sheets, and sometimea 
the charge of Jackets, apd sheets and 
other printed materlail. The mall order 
department offers many cloi'icol posi- 
tions for beginners, and in tho pub- 
licity and advortiaing departments also 
are tho usual ^Junior assiatanta, atcno' 
graphers, file clerks and so on. 

It is of course the editorial depart 
mont that the oollege girl aai>lroB to 
enter and hor best chance of gottlnn 
thoro ia In the cai>aolty of aeorotary. 
These oipcnlngs ore many and are very 
well paid; not only must tho candi 
date bo on oxcellont secretary, but she 
must have u good educational back- 
ground, and aomo considerable expor- 
icnco; tho Job Is not a beginning ono, 
biit .Uio,coUo£^o 'S''''' Is n gond stonr 
ographor ond tyipiat and haa tho mak- 
ing of a real accrotory to her, can us- 
ually got la from this angle. 

Secretly nounlshed or openly avow- 
ed, .the goal ,of the graduate 'wbo on- 
tera publishing la Uiat of editorship. 
B^t .editors ^oro not grown In a day or 
^■ya^-, .they jure the jproduot ^o/ pian^ 



Today an editor it liot. only past mus- 
ter of literary ability and performance, 
but also of the mechanics of pubtlsh- 
ng and salesmanship. 

Women aro Just beginning to real- 
ise the neccBBity foi^ combining liter- 
ary ability and mechanical skill In 
od torlnl work, and where they formcr- 
•y trained cxoluslvcly for tho literary 
irpects of the position lliey now fit 
oiemselves iiH typognvpliera, to handle 
Mits, mako-up lay-out, etc, Unlversl- 
t 03 give courses in these mechanics 
under their extension departments, but 
ihey are more or less Ihcorctlcal nnd 
.ick tho practical nffectlvoneas t'lnt 
coincH with actual handling of tho 
work in a printing plant, under tho 
direction of real prinlora. Training un- 
der these conditions la n bit difficult 
hecauMo of the imlon shops, but If ono 
s fortunate oiiough lo make a con 
'icct.on w th n small-town newspaper 
ono can Icnrn much Hint will bo of 
benefit, nnd if iicquislllon of such 
technical knowledge Is pnsslble at the 
begltiiiing of a oiirt'of, so much the 
better, for Inivo It Ihe worker iniiiil 
r she is to |)rogreHs to niiythlng Ilko 
an executive Job. 

It la often Hinted, with much truth 
imdouhtcdiy, that oulHido of Iho few 
highly paid oitecittlvo.s In a piitilisliInK 
liou.se, tiK'ro is no one who reçoives 
a .lalnry coniincnsurntu with tho men 
tal ie<|UlrrnionlH demniidod of hor or 
of hint. "Atmosphero", nnd tho like are 
.titended to maUo up for remunerative 
deficiency — nnd tlicy do .so in the caso 
of tho re.'il enthusiast, for the field 
K or nlworbing interest. 

Tho co'.Ieige grnduiito who ia wise, 
will equip herself as opecdlly as pos- 
sible to be n good secretary. In tho 
Iiulillshing house tho editorial, public- 
ity, advertising, nnd circulation depart- 
ments are open to her through this 
gate though strangely enough «he 
rareiy sense.s this until she has wast- 
ed about two years vainly trying every 
other me-ms of getting In— and falling. 
To read Just a bit of Edward Bok'a 
interesting experiences as secretary 
at the outset of his remark- 
able career, should be an insplni- 
tion lo those who find no prom- 
ise in secretarial suggeations. 

Publishing housea, and editors in 
particular, are sorely tried these 
days by tho unceasing stream of 
eager young graduates who clutter 
Iho elevators and outer - offices in 
their persistent efforU- to find that 
"satisfying Job witiT'an adequate 
salary," which during their college 
years they have been led to believe 
waa theirs for the aiiklag. But pub- 
lishing, like every other line of com- 
mercial work, w;uits certain definite 
iiuallflcatlons, o<ten definite training 
in its personnel, and unless a candi' 
date has something concrete to offer 
that this buslneas wants to buy, she 
had beat apend her first months after 
graduation in aomo specific form of 
tnilning rather than in dishearten- 
ing effort trying lo acU herself to a 
Job for which sb* bu no definite 
equipment

Rugby Originated By Viola- 
tion of Football Rules 



rtesearch into the history of football 
by a student of .an eastern collogc has 
shown that there Is ample reason to 
bellevo that foothall in some form in 
one of tho oldest outdoor sports in 
existence. IIo bases his conclus- 
ions on tho fiict that Isaiah wrote, 

'He Will tOKs thoo like a b.iill," .show- 
ing that .«orne form of the game ex- 

sted us c.irly .as '60 B, C, tho time 
commonly given to the writing of 
Isaiah, 

One of the first official a.ct,s of 
Augustus Gaesur was to demand a re- 
vislen of tho rules of tho football 
game w'h ch tho Itomans had, 'Ic.n.rncd 
from tho Creeks. Ho clnjlmed that the 
game was too gentio for men who 
were training to bo soldiers. 

By 1650 football was regarded as a 
nntlon.aI institution .n Kngland to 
whom wo owo tho development of the 
modern game. A stono ,at Rugby 
bears this Interesting InBcription; 
"This stono commemorates tho ex- 
ploits ot W. miia who with a f nc 
disregard of football rules took the 
ball In his arms and ran with it, thus 
or ginatliig tho dlstlnctivo feature ot 
tho Rugby game." 

Football existed in American col- 
leges as early as 1800. Tho first Intor- 
collegiato game of the wordd was 
played on Novemlier.S 1809, at New 
Brunswick, K, J. between Princeton 
and Uutgers. Rutgers had twenty-six 
mon on the field to Pr nceton's twenty- 
ono and won tho contest by a score of 
6 to 4 .

outbreak of tho-"\Var; constitutions of 
the world have changed to a great ex- 
tent and liave been practically re- 
volutlonlKcd. If It «U1 be proven "tiliat 
Canada enjoys an equality of status 
with Great 13ritaln then Byiig was 
utterly wrona:. 

The fact tliai Cnn.'ida hud signed 
tho Versailles Treaty and had .slgne<l 
scvoral other treaties with foreign 
countries, relative mainly to trade 
and commerce, was another stop In 
favor of looking upon Canada as an 
autonomous part of tho lïmpiro. 
Thus the new statu.") of tho IJomiillon 
Is confined by the Covenant of 
tho League of Nations. The Domin 
Ions are menVbers of tho Covenant and 
arc entltle<l to three members or 
delegates to its meetings. 

The speaker then outlined the 
growth of Responsible Government In 
Canada since. 1849 and claimed that 
It was hiLsed mostly on usage and cus- 
tom. The Hrltlsh .N'onh America Act 
Is thé Constitution of Canada. There- 
fore; Iluycs went on to show that tho 
position of tlic Governor-General In 
L;anada 'was very much the same as a 
constitutional monarch, and although 
l.oid U.ving went against .all establish 
cd precedent In i-efiislng the dls.wlu 
tlon he did not deKcr\'e to suffer the 
same punishment as his famoiis an- 
cestor underwent at Minorca. 

W'llliam TJubrulo Arts '27 delivered 
a paper on "The Imperial Conference 
of 192fi." All the Dominions wfc re 
nrcsor;i--il at this coiiferonci- an.l 
Premier IJnldwin presldeJ over the 
dollbera'tlons of the assembly. 

I'reniler King of Canada .stressed 
tlie r.ict that tho different viewpolnta 
of the delegates who came from .all 
(luarters of the world should ibe taken 
into .account Rrure. of Australia m.ain 
ly strossetl the economic aspect. 
llertKog, of .Soutii Africi Insl.sted on 
u dJscus.sion of tho present status of 
the Dominions. Sir Austin Chamber 
ain at one of tlic încctings made a re 
view of foreign affairs and It is 
claimed lli.at he dealt principally with 
the Locarno Agreement. Tlie Domin 
ions a^ree^l not to ratify the l\act. 

In connection with the (luestion of 
Imperial Defence a naval and military 
display waii ptit on for tho benefit of 
the colonial premiers. The matter of 
the naval fease at Singapore was al- 
so discusswl and Premier Bruce said 
that although he admitted that tho 
Dominions shou'.d pity somcthlne to- 
wards Impérial .defence yet he thought 
that Great Britain should bear the 
I'.ons share of the cost becaftiso she 
benefitted, most from, foreign trade 
Kqiutlity of status insofar as Qreat 
Britain and the Dominions are con- 
cerned, may he .said to be the root 
principle of the Conference. 

In connction with defense. Premier 
King, while not committing himself 
nevertheless promised to erect moor 
ing- masts for the Imperial airways 
Ollu-r matters dlscusse'I by the var 
lous coiiimUtces related to the ques- 
tion of foreign movie films, oil pol- 
lution of waters; uniformity of bills 
of lading and many other topics along 
sinilllar lines. The title of tho King 
u-uM ul.so changed duo to the fact that 
111;. and had been elevated to a Free 
Slate. 

The discussion which followed the 
Ijapers, wiis mainly confined to tho 
(luestion of Caanda's position In a 
war declared by Great Britain and tiho 
seneral trend of Ihotight seemed to be 
that if Canada was not bound by ,any 
warlike conimitmenlH. nevertheless 
slie would either be drawn into the 
wnr Ijy tlm -slicer force of circum- 
Kiances, or else she would have to 
break faith wl til the Mother Country.
